3 0 .—W ednesday the 
regular business session of the A m er­ 
ican B an k ers’ association opened in 
the Auditorium, and 
the 
vast 
hall, 
which had echoed with the cheers of 
the D em ocrats when at their national 
convention they adopted a platform 
favoring g uarantee of bank deposits by 
national law, or, if this is impossible, 
the establishm ent of postal 
saving^ 
banks, witnessed the scene of a body 
of men, representing the wealth of the 
nation, repudiating these 
ideas 
as 
dangerous to the prosperity 
of 
the 
country. 
Already the savings hank section, 
the clearing house section 
and

tru st company section had gone on 
record against guaranteeing bank de 
posits, and either voted against or had
